District Attorney Blodgett tossed a 
——gurprise bomb Wednesday among the at- 
torneys for Edward G. Lewis, being 
tried in the United States District Court 
on a charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud in the organization of his ‘‘Peo- 
ple’s United States Bank.” He called 
to the witness stand Robert M. Fulton, 
former Chief Postoffice Inspector in St. 
Louls. Fulton was largely instrumental 
in bringing about the prosecution of 
Lewis, but was not a witness at his first 
trial. 

It was noted at the beginning of this 
trial that Fulton was not in the place 
occupied by him at the former trial, and 
his absence was commented on. Since 

his retirement from the Government 
service, Fulton has been practicing law. 

When Fulton was called Lewis showed 
surprise and moved close to his attor- 

.neys, whispering and scribbiing notes as 
the examination proceeded. 
Defense Loses a Point. 

' Before opening the case to testimony,

LESS CURRENT USED) 











Merchants on Market street, between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, are 
up in arms against the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., whose violation 
of the principle of law that charges 
shall be reasonable and uniform is caus- 
ing general complaint, are threatening 
to combine and put in a plant of their 
own to supply light for the block. The 
light bills of some of the. merchants 
have increased 90 per cent in the last 
year. Some of the merchants say they 
must find relief or quit business. 

The merchants say that, in spite of all 
their efforts to cut down their bills by 
using less light, they are .constantly 
increasing. Dave Peltason, manager of 
the B. Diamant Co.'s store at 1427-29 
Market street, declares his light bills 
are much higher than they were a year 
ago, although he is using less electricity. 

Increases 90 Per Cent, 

The light company increased the rate 
of S. Bearman, proprietor of a shoe 
store at 1415 Market Street, 90 per cent. 
His April bill for light for a little show 
store, 20x40 feet in dimension, was $20.44. 
He was forced to sign a new contract 
last fall, and his rate was increased 
from 7.5 cents a kilowatt hour, with 20 
per cent discount, to 12 cents a kilowatt 
hour, with 5 per cent discount. His bills 
under the old rate seldom exceeded $10 


4or $12, and now they are running from 


$20 to $22. 

George Mills, who has a moving-pic- 
ture show at 1413 Market street, com- 
plains-that his bills have increased from 
$16 a week to $22.75 and $23.50 a week. 
The company refuses to give him a 
monthiy reading of his meter. 

Henry Gallant. proprietor of the Un- 
ion Loan Co. at 1416 Market street, de- 
clares his bills are $15 a month higher 
than they were last year, although he is 
consuming iess electricity. The Munch- 
weilers, who have two stores in the 
neighborhood, say their bills have in- 
creased from 40 to §© per cent, a}- 
though they have made every possible 
effort to reduce the amount of current 
consumed. 

Discrimination in Rates. 

One of the principa! complaints 
against the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. ts its discrimination in 
rates. Its rates range from i 2-3 cets 
a kilowatt heur to 25 cents a kilowatt 
hour in the business district. The 
company is serving light to a certain 
class of Olive street merchants at 4% 
cents a kilowatt hour, and charging 
merchants in the same kind of business 
on Washington avenue 8% cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 

It is serving some office buildings 
and hotels at 2 cents a kilowatt hour, 
or less, arid is charging other office 
buildings a much higher rate, 


The decisions of the courts are to the 


effect that public service corporations, 
such as the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. must make one rate alike 
to all consumers. Lawyers say that 
the Washington avenue merchant who 
is paying 8% cents a kilowatt hour for 
electricity can go into court and com- 
pel the company to sell him electricity 
at the same rates charged the Olive 
street merchant. 


Mr. Peltason, at 1427 Marke. srteet, 
is paying 8% cents a kilowatt hour, with 
20 per cent discount, and Mr. Bearman, 
at 1415 Market street, who is served 
under precisely the same conditions, is 
required to pay 12 cents a kilowatt hour, 
With 5 per cent off. 

Mr. Bearman pays 44 cents net a 
kilowatt hour, or 68 per cent more than 
Mr. Peltason, although their stores are 
within «a atone’s throw of each other. 
Mr. Peltason is paying 5 per cent more 
for his electricity than Olive street mér. 
chants less than six biocks away. 
The Olive street. merchants are pay- 
ing 8 per cent more for their electricity 
than the office buildings’ e@cross the 
street, or in the same block,

When the river broke over 
its banks early Wednesday and quick 
work Was necessary to rescue several! 
families whose homes were In the path 
c? the rushing waters. 

The Eest Side flood caused by the 
overflow of Wood River is. the most 
serious development in the last 24 hours. 
The river, swollen by back water from 
the Mississippi, covers an area of more 
than 500 acres of fine farming land and 
several small towns. Many residents of 
Wann, East Alton and Benbow City 
have been forced to leave their homes. 

The Equitable Powder Works and_ the 
East Alton Tile Works have been seri- 
ously damaged by the flood and ¢an- 
not resume operations without exten- 
Sive repairs. Clark’s. drug store and 
Hendricks’ saloon are partly submerged 
and all stores are closed. 

Fieod Sweeps Benbow City. 

At Benbow City, a part of which, Is 
on low ground, the water swept into 
the houses, rendering smaller structures 
insecure and forcing the occupants to 
flee to high places. The workyards of 
the Standard Oil refinery are under four 
feet of water and operations there have 
been suspended. The water is within 
a few inches of the top of the elevated 
bridge of the Interurban line at East 
Alton,

He 
then plunged it into an ammonia ice 
tank, to drive the blood out quickly and 
carry away the impurities which had 
caused mortification. The treatment 
proved effective and early in April Car- 
penter could use the leg with the use of 
crutches. Last night he took a long 
walk without the crutches.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 6.—The an- 
chors of the Atlantic battleship. fleet 
splashed into San Francisco Bay today, 
four months and # days,out from Hamp- 
ton Roads, and the first half of the 
world-famous cruise was completed. 

It {s believed that a million persons 
witnessed the magnificent marine spec- 
tacle presented when the combined 
fleets, 44 ships of war, ld by the flagship 
Connecticut, with . “Fightingfi Bob” 
Evans on the bridge,’ made their way 
down the bay. 

Hills and islands, black “with human- 
ity, gave a mighty welcome to the ships 
and the men. 

Thousands Sleep Outdoors, 

Many thousands slept last night in the 
open air on the hills, on the military 
reservations on both sides of the Golden 
Gate, and on the beach in the vicinity of 
Sutro Heights. At dawn they were up 
and looking seaward to catch the first 
glimpse of the great ships. 

A mist hung over the sea, and at first 
only a faint outline of the vessels could 
be discerned; but with the lifting of the 
haze, the monster sea fighters stood out. 

The crowds began to pour into San 
Francisco as soon us the ferries started, 
and trainioad after trainiload came into 
the depots on both sides of the bay. By 
8 o'clock hillsides, houseteps and decks 
of boats, from tiny wheezing launches to 
great ocean liners, were crowded.

THE MONGREL PRESS. 

Mr. John I. Beggs’ remark, “Reform the mongrel 
press of the country and we will have prosperity,” 
is an intimation that the prosperity which appeals 
to him cannot be had with publicity. 

If by “the mongrel press of the country” this 
trust magnate refers to the comparatively few 
newspapers of importance which do not make 
obeisance to monopoly and conspiracy he takes a 
very narrow view of the subject. Newspapers 
devoted to public service have done more to re- 


rem re F 
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_ store confidence than all the subsidized organs put 


together, for they have concealed nothing and 
they have told the truth. 

It is not the mongrel newspapers, but the wolf- 
ish trusts and combines and their hireling press 
which have undermined faith. and chilled indus- 
try. There was a certain fancied security on the 
part of the exploiters while they were yet under 
cover, but exposure was bound to come and delay 
would only have intensified the trouble when it 
appeared. 

The mongrel press, then, hastened the down- 
fall of several great offenders and so mitigated 
the effect on reputable business which such dis- 
closures are always likely to have. If things had 
been permitted to go to the natural and inevitable 
catastrophe there would be no talk now, nor for 
gome time to come of a revival of prosperity. 

Concealment is generally a bad thing, for con- 
cealment usually accompanies wrongdoing. In 
a country governed by the people interests depend- 
ent in any manner upon public favor which adopt 
secret methods, which object to.publicity and 
which sneer at the reputable (or mongrel) press 
are most positively covering up something which 
should not be hidden.

THE ASSEMBLY HAS FULL POWER. 


St. Louis might have speedy relief from the 
light and power monopoly under the public utili- 
ties law if the Municipal Assembly could be forced 
to take direct action itself and fix reasonable rates 
at once. Instead, the’ Municipal Assembly is 
deadlocked over a side issue—the proposal to re- 
fer the question of rates to a public utilities com- 
mission; and a commission is by no means neces- 
sary under the law. | 

The enabling act now in force confers 
power on the Municipal Assembly to fix rates 
directly and at once. The function of a commis- 
sion would be only advisory, and it may well be 
dispensed with altogether. Its findings would not 
be binding upon the Assembly, which in the end 
must fix the rates itself. The Assembly might 
waste ten years in waiting for a commission to 
determine upon its findings, and then act inde- 
pendently of them. Commissions generally spell 
delay, and this one is no exception. 

It should be plainly understood by the pub- 
lic and by the honest members of the Municipal 
Assembly that the commission clause is only a 
superfluous appendix to a law already complete; 
it is not a condition precedent to action by the 
Assembly and cannot affect its power to proceed 
directly and independently to fix rates at its 
pleasure. The commission clause is permissory, 
not mandatory, and its language is plain: 

Any such city or town may, by ordinance, pro- 
vide for and establish a committee or commission 
to make investigation into all facts and matters 
touching the establishing of such just and rea- 
sonable rate or rates of charge, and after such 
investigation said commission shall report its 
findings and recommendations to the City Council. 

The gist of the law, after describing the indi- 
viduals and corporations amenable, declares that 
they ‘“‘are hereby required to charge no more for 
the services of such utilities than such rates as 
shall be fixed, from time to time, by ordinance, by 
the cities in this State in which such utilities are 
operated; * * * * Provided, however, that 
such rates must be reasonable, and shall not be 
changed oftener than once every two years.” 

Then it provides that resort may be had to the 
courts to determine the validity of the ordinance 
and the reasonableness of the rates; and that is 
the extent and force of it. 

What is a reasonable rate is a question of fact 
and a question of law ultimately for the court. 
But it is a simple question, and the Municipal As- 
sembly, if disposed to do so, could take the safe 
side of it and afford relief for the time being by 
adopting lower rates which have been practically 
tested and are in operation in other cities. Our 
courts would hesitate to declare unreasonable a 
rate that has both the approval of experience and 
the sanction of courts elsewhere. 

The Municipal Assembly may be hopeless, but 
the alternative is worth considering. What might 
be frequently argues for what must be. A full 
public understanding of the inviting possibilities 
of prompt relief—a competent public opinion— 
might work wonders even with the lawmaking 
body of St. Louis. Within a week we could have 
valid ordinances fixing a reasonable rate for light-

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THE HOTEL PROBLEM. 


How to. continue running a hotel at a 
loss is becoming as grave a problem as 
how to be happy, though rich. 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition’'s 
legacy to the West End was all in ho- 
tels. Some of them were fine struc- 
tures, and have carried an orchestra 
ever since. Others were temporary 
struetures which, by dint of dismissing 
painters and retaining lawyers, have 
achieved permanency to a degree which 
entitles hotels to rank with the tenia: 
plants. 

To a man out on the sigan. the 
trouble seems to huve arisen from the 
great increase in the cost of living and 
the difficulty of making a comparative 
increase in hotel rates. People who 
live at hotels are not tenants, as are 
those dwelling in flats, houses and 
apartments. They are guests. This‘is an 
important distinction, because a guest 
moves quicker than a tenant. Trunks are 
quicker on their feet than chiffonters. A 
few pictures and a couple of grips can 
get under away easier than a kitchen 
range and a dining table. A mantel 
bronze is harder to stop in the hall than 
a brass ‘bed. Tenants have leases: 
guests have rooms. 

In consequence, while all sorts of lib- 
erties may be taken with those of ue 
who live In flats, houses and apart- 
ménts, the hotel keeper must keep hands 
off his guests. The tenant’s rent may 
be raised; his petition for improvements 
may be denied; he may be mistreated 
in a thousand ways, and there is no re- 
dress.

It seemed to him that he had drunk 
cold tea. and that the city was a 
white, cold cloth that had been bound 
tightly around his brow to spur him to 
some unknown but tremendous mental 
effort. And, after all, he came to shovel 
snow for a livelihood; and the cloth, 
becoming wet, tightened its knots and 
could not be removed. 

One day Raggles came and laid siege 
to the heart of the great city of Man- 
hattan. She was the greatest of all; 
and he wanted to learn her note in the 
scale; to taste and appraise and classify 
and solve and label her and arrange 
her with the other cities that had given 
him up the secret of their individuality. 
And here we cease to be Raggles’ 
translator and become his chronicler. 

Raggles landed from a ferryboat one 
morning and walked into the core of the 
town with the blase air of a coOsmopo- 
lite. He was dressed with care to play 
the role of an “‘unidentified man."’ No 
country, race, class, clique, union, party, 
clan or bowling association could have 
claimed him. His clothing, which had 
been donated to him piecemeal by citi- 
gens of different height, but same num- 
ber of inches around the heart, was not 
yet as uncomfortable to his figure as 
those: specimens of raiment, self-meas- 
ured, that are railroaded to you by 
transcontinental tailors with a suit case, 
suspenders, silk handkerchief and pear! 
studs as a bonus. 

Late in the afternoon he drew out of 
th? roar and commotion with a look of 
dumb terror on his countenance. He 
was defeated, puzzied, discomfited, 
frightened. Other cities had been to him 
as long primer to read;as country maid- 
ens quickly to fathom; as send- price-of- 
subsciption - with- answer rebuses to 
solve, as oyster cocktails to swal- 
low, but here was one.as cold, glitter- 
ing, serene, impossible as a four-carat 
‘diamond in a window to a lover outside 
fingering damply in his pocket his rib- 
bon-counter salary. 

The greetings of the other aitles he 
had known—their homespun kindliness, 
their human gamut of rough charity, 
friendly curses, garrulous curiosity and 
easily estimated credulity or indiffer- 
ence. This city of Manhattan gave him 
no clew; it was walled against him. 
Like a river of adamant, it flowed past 
him in the streets. Never an eye was 
turned upon him; no .voice spoke to 
him. His heart yearned for the clap 
of Pittsburg'’s sooty hand on his shoul- 
der; for Chicago's menacing but social 
yawp in his ear; for the pale and elee- 
mosynary stare through the Bostonian 
éyegiass—even for the precipitate but un- 
malicious boot-toe of Louisville or St. 
Louts. 

On Broadway Raggies. successful 
suitor of many cities, stood bashful, like 
any country swain. For the first time 
. he expetienced the poignant humiliation 

of being ignored. And when he 
tried to reduce A... betiliant. swiftly 
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hanging ice-cold city to a formula he 
failed utterly. Poet though he was, it 
offered him no color, no smiles, no 
points of comparison, no flaw in its pol- 
ished facets, no handle by which he 
could hold it up and view its shape 
and structure, as he familiarly and often 
contemptuously had done with other 
towns. The houses were interminable 
ramparts loopholed for defense; the 
peiple were bright but bloodless spec- 
ters, passing in sinister and selfish ar- 
ray. 

The thing that weighed heavicst of 
Raggles’ soul and clogged his poets 
fancy was the spirit of absolute egot- 
ism that seemed to saturate the peo- 
ple as toys are saturated with paint. 
Each cone that he considered appeared 
a monster of abominable and insolent 
conceit. Humanity was gone from them; 
they were toddling idols of stone and 
varnish, worsRipping themselves and 
greedy for though oblivious of worship 
from their fellow-graven images. Frog- 
en, cruel, implacable, impervious, cut 
to an identical pattern, they - hur- 
ried on their ways like statues brought 
by some miracle fo motion, while soul 
and feeling, lay unaroused in the re- 
luctant marble. 

Gradually Raggles became conscious 
of certain types. One was an elderly 
gentleman, with a snow-white, short) 
beard, pink, unwrinkled face and stony, 
sharp blue eyes, attired in the fashion 
of a gilded youth, who seemed to per- 
sonify the city’s wealth, riperiess and 
frigid unconcern. Another type was a 
woman, tall, beautiful, clear as a steel 
engraving, goddess-like, calm, clothed 
like the princesses of old, with eyes as 
coldly blue as the reflection of sunlight 
on a glacier. And another was a by- 
product of this town of marionettes—a 
broad, swaggering, grim, threateningly 
sedate fellow, with a jowl as large as 
a harvested wheat field, the complexion 
of a baptized infant and the knuckles 
of a prizefighter. This type leaned 
against cigar signs and viewed the world 
with frapped contumely. 

A poet is a sensitive creature, and 
Raggles soon shriveled in the bleak em- 
brace of the undecipherable. The chill, 
Sphynx-like, ironical, illegible, unnatu- 
ral, ruthless expression of the city left 
him downcast and bewildered. Had it 
no heart? Better the woodpile, the 
scolding of vinegar-faced housewives at 
back doors, the kindly spleen of barten- 
ders behind provincial free-lunch coun- 
ters, the amiable truculence of rural 
constables, the kicks, arrests and hap- 
py-go-lucky chances of the other vulgar, 
loud, crude cities than this freezing 
heartlessness. 

Raggles summoned hig courage and 
sought alms from the populace. Unheed- 
ing, regardless, they passed on with- 
out the wink of an eyelash to testify 
that they were conscious of his ex- 
istence. And then he said to himself 
that this fair but pitiless city of Man- 
hattan was without a soul: that its in- 
habitants were manikins moved by wires 
and springs, and that he was alone in 
& great wilderness. 

Raggles started to cross the street. 
There was a blast, a roar, a hissing 
and a crash as something struck him 
and hurled him over and over six yards 
from where he had been. As he wa&s 
coming down like the stick of'a rocket 
the earth and all the cities thereof 
turned to a fractured dream. 

Raggles opened his eyes. First an 
odor made itself known to him—an odor 
of the earliest spring flowers of Para- 
dise.

Bill Is Ordered Engrossed, but 
Fight Is Expected Before 
the House. 








The bill granting a franchise to a cor- 
poration which will supply St. Louis 
with natural gas has been sent to en- 
srossment—one move short of passage— 
in the City Council. This progress was 
accomplished threugh a suspension of 
the rules. The bill will be passed and 
sent to the House of Delegates next 
Friday. 

The salient pruvisions of the bill are 
a flat rate of 35 cents for natural gas 
while it is avaflable, and one of 60 cents 
for artificial gas, should that have to be 
Substituted; the payment of 1 per cent 
of the corporation’s gross earnings to 
the city; a guarantee of service along 
100 miles of streets within two years, 


and throughout the city within a decade 
after the passage of the ordinance; the 
option of purchase by the city at the 
expiration of every five years. and a 
bond of $250,(00 to insure the perform- 
ance of all the conditions of the grant. 

George V. Reynolds, representing out- 
of-town capitalists who are seeking the 
franchise, says his chents’ have agreed 
to aH the terms fixed by the Council. 
It is predicted at the City Hal! that a 
bitter fight will be made to defeat or 
cirpple the bill in the House of Dele- 
gates.
